Competition Congress 
Survey 


Preview of the Agenda 


In the interest of speeding up the democratic flow of ideas, this 
newspaper recently conducted a survey among delegates to the new 
AMA Competition Congress. By publishing the results of this survey at 
this time, we hope to give the delegates a preview peek at the crowded 
agenda they will be dealing with, so that they can discuss the rule 
changes and decide their position on each proposal at leisure, before 


the busy session begins. 

At the same time, the AMA riders 
and members whose sport will be 
greatly affected by the deliperations 
at the Competition Congress will, by 
this means, have a better understand- 
ing of the many and varied problems 
that their representatives are being 
called upon to resolve. 

We offer our newspaper as a forum 
of discussion on these matters, in 
the interest of better motorcycling. 

Questionnaires were mailed to 46 
delegates. Two were undeliverable 
because delegates had moved. A total 
of 16 questionnaires were returned. 
Following are the findings of the 
survey: 

Question one asked, “Will you be 
able to attend the Competition Con- 
gresis in Columbus, Ohio October 28, 


29 and 30?” All the delegates said 
that they would attend, 

Question two asked if they would 
be reimbursed for their expenses con- 
nected with serving on the Congress. 
Nine delegates said that they would 
not be reimbursed, five said that 
some of their expenses would be paid 
and two said they didn’t know. 

The third question was, “Have the 
people of the District or company 
that you represent given you any 
suggestions for competition rule 
changes?" Eight said that they had 
received some suggestions, one indi- 
cated that he had received many, and 
Seven said they had received no sug- 
gestions at all. 

The fourth and final question eli- 
cited a wealth of response.We asked, 
“If any, what rule changes do you 
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plan to place on the agenda of the 
Competition Congress?" Here are the 
changes that delegates said they 
would propose: 

l. Do away with the ruling that an 
AMA member can only ride AMA 
events. 

2. Establish some ruling as to 
whether to allow cash money prizes 
at sportsman events and how much, 
if any. 

3. 40% of gate purses to be paid 
for Class C events if that amount is 
higher than guaranteed purse. 

4. Eliminate the -750cc limit for 
sidevalve engines and run all Expert 
and Amateur machines on a 500cc 
basis, whether OHV, sidevalve or 2- 
stroke. 

5. Require National Number hold- 
ers to ride at least two National 
Championship events per year to re- 
tain their National Numbers. (Unless 
Serving in armed forces.) 

6. Sanction a National Champions 
ship Sportsman Road Race at San 
Angelo, Texas in 1969. 

7. Approve the new 3-cylinder BSA 
and Triumph motorcycles for sports- 
man and professional events. 

8. Arrive at a workable solution 
whereby compression releases can 
be used on 2-strokes or if not, then 
change the rule covering gear shift- 
ing back to its old status. 

9. Establish a minimum age limit 
for entrants in Sportsman events. 

10. Draw up a new formula for the 
advancement of enduro riders from B 
class to A class. 

11, Allow sanctioning club to col- 
lect AMA cards at signup and retain 
them until the event is over. 

12. Delete certain contradictory 
and ambiguous sections of the rule- 
book, 

13. Standardize number plates for 
sportsman riders. 

14. Reduce required purses for 
Class C events. 

15. Prepare a referee report form 
that would apply to road rider sanc- 
tions only. 

16, Provide for enforcement of ex- 
isting “no Experts at scrambles” rule. 

17. Permit one braking device on 
all dirt track machines. 

18. Restore the year number to the 
AMA membership pin. 

19. Provide for a stricter inter- 
pretation of sportsman event titles

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(scrambles, moto-cross, hare scram- 
bles, etc.) 

20. Allow up to 5 speeds in the 
gearbox of any approved motorcycle. 

21. Advance enduro riders to Ex- 
pert’ class not by overall finishes, 
but by finishes in class. 

22. Change boundary lines between 

- districts 21, 35 and 36 more or less 
back to previous status. 

23. Restore 3-star Class C purses 
for V&-mile shows in "border areas" 
of competition such asthe southeast. 

24. Make it easier for small clubs 
to be a part of the AMA by establish- 
ing a $25 annual charge to cover up 
to 6 sanctions per year and appoint 
a representative in each District to 
receive and grant requests for sanc- 
tions and arrange calendar dates so 
&s not to conflict within the District. 

25. Provide improved methods of 
registration, dues collection and tour 
material to assist in recognizing the 
TOad rider as an important member of 
the AMA. 

26. Standardize the use of flags 
in all types of competition events, 
including car racing, boat racing, etc. 

21. Allow Class C Experts to ride 
in’sportsmanevents either nationwide 
or by District, with each District de- ` 
ciding at its annual meeting in the 
latter case. 

28. Raise the displacement limit 
to 650cc for OHV and 2-cycle flat- 
track machines. 

29. Change National sign-up pro- 
cedure. 

39. License mechanics to pay for 
business agent for professional rac- 
ing. 

31. Make all V-mile Nationals 20 
lap events and all 1-mile Nationals 
25 laps. 

32. Stipulate in sanction that pro- 
moter allow two mechanics and rid- 
er's wife free admission. 

Clearly, all the proposed rule 
changes have merit, and they show 
good thinking on the part of the dele- 
gates. We trust that the Congress 
will consider, discuss and act upon 
each one, voting it in or out as their 
best judgment dictates. Whatever 
the final appearance of the AMA rule- 
book, it is bound to be an improve- 
ment, if only because, for the first 
time in AMA history, the democratic 
process will have allowed the voice 
of the members to be heard.

A message to the Ist 
AMA Competition Congress 


The first meeting of the new AMA Competition Congress takes place in 
Columbus, Ohio this month. In these times of dissent and revolution in other 
parts of life, it is a pleasure to note how motorcycling in America is making 


things better through evolution. 


For the first time in history, delegates elected by the rank and file AMA 


members will be making the rules. 


Examine the survey, printed elsewhere in this issue, and you can appre- 
ciate the variety of new ideas that will get thrashed out democratically when 
the Congress gets together. We should not expect many drastic changes from 
the current rulebook, however. There are many in the Congress who are very 


conservative and opposed to change. 


We hope that all sides of the questions will be voiced plainly and lis- 
tened to closely. It is high time our national association made a few changes 


for the better. 


We would be shirking our duty as the newspaper of the motorcycle com- 
munity if we did not state our position on the policies of the American Motor 
cycle Association, especially now that members have a voice in making the 
rules better. We are giving the AMA our national loyalty and affection, and 


we expect the AMA to be worthy of it. 


There are four points that the Competition Congress and all the policy 


makers of the AMA should act on immediately. They have held 


progress back too long. 


motorcycle 


1. Abandon Exclusivity. The AMA no longer needs to punish *defec- 








tors" by expulsion. If a rider wishes to race in events sanctioned by other 
associations he should not be deprived of his AMA status. The rule violates 
the law of several states and in no way contributes to the betterment of the 
AMA. 

2. Close The Displacement Gap. Experience has shown that the 
rule allowing 750cc sidevalve engines to compete against OHV engines limited 
to 500cc is not fair or necessary. It deprives the sport of many supporters and 
embarrasses us all when we try to justify it to outsiders. It forces the non- 
Harley-Davidson riders to spend great sums of money to make a dwindling 
supply of 500cc equipment competitive and locks out trade support for brands 
and models that are no longer on the market. It violates the fundamental AMA 
principle that Class C racing equipment should resemble the kind of motor- 
cycles that a customer can buy. 


3. Win On The Road. The AMA is in competition with the outlaw ele- 
ments for road riders’ loyalties and I’m afraid that right now the other side is 
winning. Estimates are that the traditional 1% of meanly-disposed road riders 
has risen lately to 15 or 20%. At this rate the prolific Hells Angels imitators 
will soon outnumber the respectable motorcycle riders. In some big cities this 
may already have happened. What new indignities will motorcycling have to 
suffer before this trend is reversed? 

The average rider needs to have a better choice than he has now. If we 
fail to attract him to our side with clean fun and lawful respect, we will lose 
him to the dismal allure of mob power and defiance of the law. 

The AMA should adopt a more positive attitude toward defeating repres- 
sive laws without compromising and without resorting to the courts.The latent 
power of the AMA road clubs must be unleashed by giving them more encour- 
agement to do what they do best — organize activities,speak up for motorcy- 
cling, aid worthy causes like rider training and safety demonstrations that 
advance motorcycling. 


4. Join MICUS. The final point would be the most controversial and diffi- 
cult to accept. It is a fact, however, that America has no choice but to follow 
the procedure set by the FIM if we ever want to have true international racing 
in this country. The .FIM could no more abandon MICUS and deal directly with 
the AMA than the U.S. government could abandon the Vietnamese. There will 
always be a MICUS, just as there will always be an AMA. Affiliation with the 
FIM through MICUS would not affect the AMA's domestic policies in any way 
and the AMA would gain much by the services of MICUS owner Wes Cooley 
and the three orfour otherfulltime motorcycle enthusiasts who make upMICUS. 


AMA has already expressed willingness to abide by every other.FIM re- 
quirement. It is time to take the final step now, and show the world that we 


are not afraid to race them. 


If this first Competition Congress of the AMA can leave motorc ycling 
with any legacy that will live in the hearts of motorcycle historians, it would 
be to throw out the musty old prejudices and set a precedent for fair and 


fearless renovation of the rulebook.

In 1947 Bill Bagnall was just back 
from two years of service with the Army 
in the Pacific, but he was already start- 
ing on his way to the presidency of the 
American Motorcycle Association (A MA) 
in 1968. 

A youthful 42, he is the seventh presi- 
dent in the AMA's 44-year history, and 
the first president to live west of Chicago. 

In addition to his duties as AMA presi- 
dent, Bagnall is the editor and co- 
publisher of two motorcycling maga- 
zines, ‘‘The Motorcyclist,” for general 
circulation, and **Motorcycle Dealer 
News," a controlled circulation publi- 
cation for dealers only. 

There are two reasons for him to be 
the first AMA president from the west 
coast, the man himself, and theincreas- 
ing popularity of the sport in the west, 

“There is tremendous sports activity 
and a real financial interest," he says, 
‘Therefore, it is only fair that we have 
a little more say-so out here.” 

The current AMA vice-president, 
Frank Heacox, is from Long Beach, and 
is vice-president and general manager of 
Bell- Toptex, but the remaining six mem- 
bers of the eight-man Executive Com- 
mittee come from the mid-west and 
the east. 

Another good reason for the recogni- 
tion of the west coast is indicated by the 
motorcycle registrations, 

By the end of 1967, there were an es- 
timated 2.19 million motorcycles regis- 
tered in the United States and California 
had the highest state registration with 
approximately 360,000 machines. 

The next highest state is Ohio with 
approximately 125,000 registered mo- 
torcycles, 


“The Highest Honor” 


Bagnall receives no pay for his presi- 
dency, and there are no provisions to 
cover travel expenses. He, like most 
other Executive Committee Members, 
spent about $1,000 in expenses for travel- 
ing to and from AMA Executive Com- 
mittee meetings since taking office in 
February. 

If you wonder what would make a man 
seek the position, Bagnallhasananswer. 

*In my quarter-century of motor- 
cycling, the highest honor that could be

bestowed on me, in this regard, would be 
the AMA presidency,” he says. 

“I am thrilled doing anything and 
everything I can to repay motorcycling 
for what it has done for me.” 

And Bagnall is out to strengthen the 
Association. 

The AMA passed the 100,000-member 
mark in the spring of this year and has 
approximately 1,500 chartered motorcy- 
cle clubs throughout the country, but 
Bagnall isn’t satisfied, 

*I would like to see a greater number 
of motorcyclists joing our Association,’’ 

*I expect the membership to rapidly 
increase when we can offer them some- 
thing more than just the good will of 
motorcycling.'" 

*"There are so many things youcando, 
but many of them take money. It's as 
simple as that," he says. 

The only requirement for AMA mem- 
bership is a $2 fee. 

““Тһеге isn’t a great deal a person can 
expect for $2 a year," he explained. 

And the AMA memberscan anticipate 
changes to come out of the current 
Executive Committee. 


100,000 Sanctions 


“Il personally, and I know I speak for 
other members of the Executive Com- 
mittee, am in favor of increasing the 
membership fees so we can charge 
ahead and really do something for the 
AMA members and the sportin general,’’ 
Bagnall says. 

But gathering members isn’t all that 
the AMA does. 

«The AMA is actually the largest sanc- 
tioning body of any of the motor sports 
associations," Bagnall is quick to point 
out. 
More than 500 professional races were 
sanctioned by the AMA. in 1967 and the 
Association sanctioned more than 3,000 
sports events. 

The AMA, since its inception, has 
issued about 100,000 sanctions for 
events. 

With the increase in the sport, one of 
Bagnall’s objectives as AMA presidentis 
to work for harmony within and outside of 
the ranks, ‘‘I’m speaking of motorcycle 
legislation,’’ he says. 

The AMA already works for better 
motorcycle legislation, according to 
Bagnall, but it isn't extensive, and it 


comes mostly through compromises. 

“I would just state generally that the 
status quo, in regards to motorcycle 
legislation in some areas is fine," he 
explains, ‘‘But from time to time there 
are problems.” 

With a smile, Bagnall recalls a pro- 
posal which was made several yearsago 
in Iowa which would have required all 
motorcycles to have a six foot high pole, 
with a revolving light at the top, to be 
mounted on each machine, 

«One alert manufacturer even made up 
several prototypes to get in on the band 
wagon’’ he chuckled, ‘‘But the law never 
went through.” 

“This is an example of some of the 
radical thinkin,g’’ Bagnall says. 

“Naturally, as far as laws go, if we 
can make the motorcyclist better seen 
by the motorist, and make him a better 
rider, then we’re going to achieve all 
these things," he stressed, ‘‘and com- 
pulsory -helmet wearing won’t be neces- 
sary." 

“If we can just make the man a better 
motorcyclist, we've won three-quarters 
of the battle right there.” 

On ‘the subject of helmets, Bagnall 
becomes a bit excited. 

“There is absolutely a need for wear- 
ing a helmet,” he says, “It gives you

protection and it is the natural thing 
to do,” 

** But you just don't like to be told that 
you HAVE to wear a helmet,’’ he protests, 

Bagnall isn’t completely opposed toall 
compulsory helmet wearing provisions. 
In fact he would like to see the provision 
made to cover the motorcyclist under the 
age of 21. 

**Here is a man whose parents are re- 
sponsible for him until he reaches the 
age of 21, and the majority of our acci- 
dents are in thisagegroup,’’ he explains. 


Deaths Decreasing,Use Increasing 

When the topic of accidents came up, 
the AMA presidenthad some encouraging 
news. 

The death rate from motorcycle acci- 
dents was down in 1967 for the firsttime 
after six annual increases, In 1966, the 
death rate was 2,050, and it dropped off 
in 1967 to 1,950 while motorcycle use in- 
creased by some 440,000 machines. 

“This is an encouraging trend.’’ 

Bagnall went on to explain why the 
motorcycle accidentrate for older riders 
was lower on the average then for 
motorists, 

“There aremt a lot of older people 
riding motorcycles,” he says, ‘But 
those who do still have all their reflexes 
or they wouldn’t even get the first 
50 feet.” 

Sitting in Bagnall’s comfortable Sieera 
Madre (Calif.) home where he lives with 
his wife Shirlee, and their two children 
Tracy Ann, 10, and Bob, almost 16, the 
topics changed rapidly. 

Bagnall is obviously a man whoenjoys 
talking about motorcycling. 

Another problem for motorcycling, ac- 
cording to Bagnall, are the insurance 
laws in some states, 


Insurance A Problem 


In most states, he points out, the in- 
surance for a machine runs less than for 
a car. “It is a good buy in all ways," 
he says. 

But in some states, the insurance for 
a cycle is comparable to that for cars. 
“It is a detriment to the growth of the 


_ sports,” he protests, 


‘In New York, a number of yearsago, 
many people changed to riding scooters 
because of the high insurance rates,” 
he says. 

But there are many good programs 
being planned, he is quick to add, 

“The National Education Association, 


The Motorcycle, Scooter and Allied 
Trade Association and the AMA have a 
program in the planning stages to esta- 
blish a drivers’ education program, ona 
nation-wide basis, for motorcycle train- 
ing at the high school level," he says. 

“І would personally be in favor of es- 
tablishing motorcycle training," he 
agreed, **It is transportation at its most 
fundamental and fun-filled level.’’ 

Bagnall should know about the motor- 
cycle as a means of transportation. He 
has owned 18 machines, ranging in size 
from 75 to 1,200cc engines since 1947. 

But he has never personally gone in 
much for competition events as an en- 
trant. 

“I had dreamed for years of owning a 
motorcycle, and took in events whenever 
I could, but it was purely for pleasure 
riding," he recalls. 

“There were a few English Trials 
events I competed in in those days, but I 
never did any professional racing.” 

‘In motorcycling there are many dif- 
ferent types of people and degrees of 
enthusiasm as there are in any sport,’’ 
he added. 

Bagnall’s other love then was photo- 
graphy, and he finally combined the two 
loves when he started working with 
“Motorcyclist? as an assistant editor 
in 1950. 

He was hired on a 90-day trial basis. 
“On the last day I was told that I wasn't 
quite what they were looking for," he 
says. 

For thenext several years he held down 
other jobs. Then luck turned for him, 

The publisher of ‘‘Motorcyclist’’, who 
had fired him in 1950, retired and was 
replaced by his son-in-law, who asked 
Bagnall to return as editor. He took the 
job, and kept it for 13 years. 

In 1965, Bagnall and Larry Hester de- 
cided to start publishing the ** Motorcycle 
Dealer News." The publisher wanted to 
sell ‘‘Motorcyclist’’ and Bagnall and his 
wife bought it, 

“Му wife and I, in talking it over, de- 
cided to take along something old that we 
knew would produce while starting the 
new publication.” 


From Critic To President 


The publication they took along has 
been in existence since 1912, **Motor- 
cyclist' is the senior magazine in the 
field, and has a currentnational circula- 
tion of 70,000. But Bagnall isn’t satisfied. 
He expects to increase their circulation 
by at least 5,000 copies a month. 

It was while Bagnall was working as 
the editor of ** Motorcyclist'' in 1955, that 
he first became involved with the AMA 
other than as a Class A ($2) member, 

** My involvement in those days wasas 
a critic of the AMA,’’ he recalls, 

“You could have taken a hundred-to- 
one bet that the last man in the world to 
be the AMA president would be this man 
doing the editorial criticizing of the 
Association," he chuckled. 

«Most of my criticisms dealt with the 
competition rules," he says, ''Which 
primarily dealt with the classification of 
the machines," 

«Those particular rules really haven't 
changed a great deal," he admits, **But 
there have been developments in the 
smaller machines which put them on an 
equal footing.” 

But there were other complaints 
against the AMA in the 1950’s. ‘‘No one 
really knew much about the AMA in those 
days," he says. ''In fact, it even took a 
little research on my part to find out who 
the AMA president was.’’ 

*'"Today's Executive Committee is try- 
ing harder to let people know who weare 
and what we are doing.” 

Three years ago Bagnall joined the 
AMA as a Class B member, and a year 
later he joined the Executive Committee. 

In February of this year he was given 
the highest honor that his fellow motor- 
cyclist could give him, the AMA presi- 
dency. Y 

He still owns a lightweight machine. 
“I haven't used it as muchas I would like 
to, but I also have a setof golf clubs that 
are collecting cobwebs,’ he explains. 


7-Day Week 


Talking to him, you get the feeling that 
he really means it when he says that he 
misses riding his machine, kept from it 
by working seven days a week, 

He knows there are risks from riding 
a motorcycle, but he is quick topoint out 
that there are risks in everything that 
you do. 

“I've been very fortunate in all the 
years I’ve been riding. I have yet tobreak 
a bone or tear any flesh.’’ 

“Tf a fellow is careful and gets through 
the first year, then there is great hope 
that he will live to enjoy the sport for 
many years,’’ he says warmly, likea man 
who still remembers the excitement of 
his new Norton ES-2 in 1947, 
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Età Romero lays his Triumph into the 
corner, closely followed by Chuck Palmgren...

Nix Snatches Point lead 


At 9 Mile National 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Sept. 
29,1968 — Fred Nix was the num- 
ber one guest at his "Home" track 
for the second year in a row. The 
state fairgrounds played host to 
Freddie and for the second straight 
year the only top rider in the na- 
tion that calls Oklahoma home 
won the race. 

It was Nix's sixth national win of the 
year and along with it he took the nation- 
al point lead away from Gary Nixon, 
Nixon finished a distant seventh in the 
race that eliminated four contenders 
before the end of the first lap. 

Roger Reiman fell during lap one of 
the eighteen-lap final, taking Bart Mark- 
el, Dan Haaby and Yvon DuHamel down 
with him. None of the four were hos- 
pitalized but Haaby came up with a cut 
chin, 

DuHamel changed a bent wheeland was 
on hand for the re-start but was not 
allowed by the officials to startthe race. 
The exact reason for this decision re- 
garding the Canadian was not completely 
known at press time, 
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Eager Starter — Nix 


Markel, Haaby and Reiman did not 
return to the starting line that saw Nix 
jump the starter so badly that the black 
flag was again brought out and the riders 
lined up for the third time. 

California’s Gene Romero looked like 
he was on his way to his second national 
win of the year until the final lap when 
Nix again found that super-horsepower 
that has been evident all season long and 
took the lead and the big win. 

Nixon was never in contention and 
finds himself nine big points behind Nix 
as the riders again head West for the 
final national of the year at Ascot Park 
in Gardena, California on Saturday night, 
October 12th. 


Rayborn Surprises 


Cal Rayborn surprised many by post- 
ing the fastest time trial but it was Nix, 
Haaby and Markel coming through asthe 
three heat race winners on a track that 
was rather bumpy and slick national 
racing. 

Nix now joins Markel and Joe Leonard 
as six time national winners in a single 
season, Should he win Ascot on the 12th 
(and he is one of the favorites) he will 
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establish a new national AMA single sea- 
son record. Nix won a regular season 
Ascot event two weeks ago in his only 
appearance this year on the Gardena oval, 

In taking over the national point lead 
Nix becomes the fourth rider to lead the 
national standings this season, The lead 
has now changed nine times for another 
record in the battle of the points, 

California sent two of its best Ama- 
teurs to Oklahoma and carried the load 
in the yellow-plate event. Mark Brels- 
ford and Jim Rice ranone-two and domi- 
nated both the heat races and the final, 

Early in the race the announcer had 
said that Mark and Jim must be good, 
“to come so far for so little money." 
The two Northern California racers made 
that statement come 100% true as they 
made the rest of the field appear to be 
rank novices. It was Brelsford’s sixth 
win at a national event this year. 

All of the national riders nowhead into 
Ascot for the next two weeks and the big 
one on the 12th that will decide the Grand 
National Championship for 1968, It is 
conceivable that neither Nix nor Nixon 
could win the eight miler yet still take 
number one, Nix is a heavy favorite but 
there is midnight oil burning in the 
Triumph camp....

Out- 
standing cooperation between the pro- 
moting club and the Sheriff and the 
Rangers was evident atevery turn during 
the three day rally.

BERGQUIST 


BAGS 100 
MILE HARE 
SCRAMBLES

LUCERNE VALLEY, Cal., Sept. 
22 — Southern California’s top 
lightweight desert rider, Larry 
Bergquist, took another overall 
win on his very fast 250cc Bul- 
taco, in the dusty hundred-mile 
Hare Scrambles presented by the 
100 M.C. 
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Wayne Rayland was running in the first ten 
trallbikes unti! he was retired with mechanical 
woes. 


Jack Morgan, the perpetual number one 
trailbike racer, again triumphed over a 
large and eager band of 100cc riders on 
his trusty Hodaka, 

Two hundred and seventy-five riders 
showed up for the desert bash, and all 
classes were to go three loops of this 
fast 35-mile course, The big bores went 
off first: Bergquist made his usual fast 
start on the outside, and held it on until 
he had the lead. Just past the smoke 
bomb, at a small, sandy hill, Howard 
Beach, #20, was traveling in second spot, 
followed by J.N. Roberts, #2, on his 
Husky. Roberts gained the lead position 
about half-way around the first loop, but 
was forced to give up the chase to his 
pursuers when he got two flat tires as a 
result of the rocky course, 

For the other riders in the back of the 
pack, there was always the powdery dust 
to keep them from seeing anything. 
Danny Kline, #7x on a 250 Greeves, cur- 
rently running fourth in point standings, 
unloaded in the dust storm, and didn’t 
even know what he hit until everyone had 
passed and the dust settled, 

Into the pits after the first loop Berg- 
quist held the lead, trailed by Steve 
Kirk, #27, and Gary Cole, #5x ona250cc 
Husky. Moving into fourth was a hot 
newcomer, G, Fitzgerald. 

The course was pretty well worked 
over by the second loop, but Bergquist 
wasn’t about to let a little thing like that 
slow him down; he just ‘let it all hang 
out," and built up a bigger lead, Cole 
had moved into second, followed by a new 
contender, Tom-Muto, #71x, mounted on 
a 250cc Husky. 

The first man to get the checkered 
flag on the third and final loop was 
Bergquist, on the Fergus & Griffin-tuned 
machine, adding another overall win to 
his ever-growing list of victories. Next 
man across the line was Cole, and third 
was Amateur Tom Muto. Fitzgerald, 
#153mx, did a job to be remembered, 
finishing fourth overall and first Novice 





on a 250 machine. Doc Bryce, #14, 
pulled in fifth on his reliable Husky to 
grab the first 500cc Expert gold. The 
old desert fox Jack Byers, #3, was next, 
taking first Open Expert for a good day's 
work. First Open Amateur honors went 
to Bob Stewart, Triumph-mounted #56. 


Trailbikes 


The trailbikes were flagged off ten 
minutes after the large bores, and by the 
time they reached the small, rocky hill, 
they found it still crowded with leftover 
big bikes, Holding onto the lead was Wes 
Anderson Jr. #4, followed closely by 
Tom Hoyle, #31, both astride Hodakas, 
They in turn were being chased by Jack 
Froelich, #2 on a Bultaco, 

Coming into the pits, the lead had 
changed hands and was now held by 
Frank Morgan, #1, up from fourth, Ап- 
derson was second, with Bob McLaughlin, 
Sachs-mounted #45, running third.

Eddie Crowell is first and foremost a 
motorcycle enthusiast; he lives and 
breathes bikes, and runs one of the last 
old-fashioned cycle shops in Southern 
California, 

It all started back in Inglewood High in 
1948: Eddie got a 1931 vintage Harley 
Davidson V.L., then changed to a rigid 
AJS, on down the line of different equip- 
ment. 


After serving in the Army, he went to 
work welding in his Dad’s shop, He was 
also doing some bike riding, and taking 
on some mechanical work, When the 
bike repairs got to be heavier than the 
welding, he opened up a shop next door, 
That was in 1956, and he's still in the 
same old shop, which is still in need of 
improved lighting. 

Eddie's first two-stroke was a 1958 
Puch, In those days, the 200cc bikes 
didn’t go anywhere, but he started ex- 
perimenting on his and found that there 
was just no end to the two-stroke’s 
possibilities. 

About this time, he started picking the 
brain of an old friend-and-tuner, Bill 
Landefeld, of Landefeld Motors, L.A. Bill 
knew a lot of secrets that he didn’t tell, 
but Eddie found out that sometimes he 
would open up and let some good stuff 
shp out, He would only say it once, 
though, and if you didn'tunderstand it the 
first time, too bad, as Bill would walk 
away if you said, **What did you say?" 

When the Hodakas came out in 1965, 
Eddie took them on and started experi- 
menting right away, then began riding in 
the 100cc class. From that time to this, 
there has been a lot of testing on that 
experimental bike, and to a lot of new 
innovations, In Eddie's case, it's not 
what you do, it's how you do it; in other 
words, getting the bike to go fast, 
but finish, 

Eddie remains an enthusiast and tuner 
first, and a motorcycle salesman second, 
You can get all the answers and bench 
racing you want from Crowell and his 
mechanic, Gerald Rogers, because in 
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their low-rent and poorly lighted shop, 
they don't have any salesman — just tun- 
ers who know their two-stroke engines. 


What Is The 
BEST 
100cc Racer? 


An Iowa fan writes in to ask,...'^with 
the increasing popularity of the 100cc 
class of motorcycles in competition, a 
few answers would be greatly appreci- 
ated, Road test and editorial opinions on 
this size of bikes is interesting enough, 
but a better estimation of a bike's po- 
tential might be obtained by asking a 
leading competitor his ‘personal’ 
opinion,” 


“Gary Bailey seems to be an up and 
coming, successful new rider who uses 
three different bikes in various types of 
racing. Could you interview him and ask 
questions such as the following regarding 
a bike’s performance abilities? (1) How 
does the modified-stock Hodaka compare 
with the Van-Tech Hodaka? (In moto- 
cross and desert), (2) On paper, the Van- 
Tech Hodaka would seem to be thefinest 
performer in any type of racing. Is this 
true? (3) Wo ideal bike be a Van- 
Tech-Penton-Sachs, a Penton-Hodaka, 
or a Hodaka- Penton-Sachs? 

“While answers to these types of 
questions would be entirely a personal 





opinion, comments from Mr. Bailey 
would be greatly appreciated," (Signed) 
Tom Joad, Iowa City, Iowa. 

So we asked Gary Bailey and he re- 
plied with the following candid comments: 

“The Van Tech frame is definitely 
better than the stock frames of Hodaka 
and Penton for use on a TT track, The 
Van-Tech frame has a longer wheelbase 
and a lower riding position which is a 
big help in TT racing. 

**Actually the Penton has the best set- 
up for various types of racing. Racingis 
what it is designed to do. The Hodaka is 
designed as a trailbike, although with 
modification it makes a very competitive 
100cc rig. 

**Either the Hodaka or the Penton would 
be a good choice in a Van-Tech frame 
for TT. Their engines are very close in 
design, that is they're both piston con- 
trolled port engines, What really makes 
the difference is who and how the engine 
is set up. For desert and moto-cross, 
the stock Penton would be best in my 
opinion. For TT either the Hodaka or 
Sachs engine in a Van- Tech frame would 
be the best bet. But there is no one bike 
that can do all these different types of 
racing well.”

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TORLEIF HANSEN, 20, is the youngest 
rider in the European contingent and 
comes from Sweden, This season he won 
a lot of memorable motos and has always 
been battling among the best top riders. 
Bing just 20 means that he has not much 
experience, This is his second year asa 
senior rider, As a junior, he was nearly 
unbeatable and today he stilldoes wheel- 
ies, jumps, etc. which only a few other 
riders are capable of during moto-cross 
races, 

Fully works supported, Husqvarna is 
waiting for Hansen to take over the place 
as number two rider in the team, after 
Torsten Haliman, 


CHRISTER HAMMARGREN, 24 is always 
number two, says his friends, That means 
that Chris has not yet won a Grand Prix 
meeting but he has been second inthree, 
Earlier he was fighting in the 500cc class 
but when the two stroker came tothe 500 
class he switched over. and was on a 
home-built machine, a real bomb shell, 
This year he went back tothe 250cc class 
and in the 250cc team world champion- 
ship, Trophe des Nations, he was second 
(once more) and best Swedish rider home 
with the crown, This year he was 10thin 
the World 500cc Championship standings. 


TORSTEN HALLMAN, 29, is the most 
famous rider in the contingent with all 
his individual titles, Total, he has won 37 
Grand Prix meetings in the 250cc class 
and these have given him five individual 
world titles. 

He is thenumber one ambassador from 
Europe and this trip is his third to 
America, It was two years ago that he 
introduced European Moto-Cross to the 
U.S, 

Haliman won his world titles 1962, *63, 
*66, and ‘67 and for him Husqvarna made 
their first ''big" twostroker, a 400cc

Torsten is said to have a movie camera 
in his head for Moto-Cross, When train- 
ing, he takes films from the best ways 
around the course and mixes them to 
determine the perfect line, When heisin 
the heats, the camera shows the film lap 
after lap and he knows every place to go 
after bends, jumps, etc, 

No other rider has as much experience 
as Hallman, He is not only a good rider, 
he is a top mechanic with skill enough to 
make every necessary repair of his 
machine, 


DAVE BICKERS is the only British rider 
on this tour, Having turned 30 years old, 
he declares that he will leave Internation- 
al World Championship Moto-Cross and 
instead do more usual Internationals and 
spend more time in England, He was only 
10 when he began riding, and that was on 
a Norton, He raced his first scrambles 
at 16 and earned a works Dot at18, 1960 
and 1961 he was European Champion in 
the 250cc class on a Greeves and when he 
got the British distributorship of Czecho- 
slovakian CZ motorcycles, he gota works 
contract also with the factory and they 
sponsored him 1966 and 1967 in the 500cc 
class, Last year he won two 500cc Grand 
Prix meetings and he has won 17 in the 
250ce class. 


JEF TEUWISSEN is the Belgium sand 
course specialist number one, Just watch 
his relaxed style when he is flying over 
all sand leaving his fellowriders farther 
back every lap, This year he has been 
works-supported by Husqvarna for the 
500ce class. He finished 9th in the stand- 
ing. Together with Joel Robert, he is the 
most popular moto-cross rider in his 


home country, where he has thousands of 
fans following him from race to race, 
Just to show everyone that they are 
friends of either Teuwissen or Robert, 
fans wear caps with their favorite riders 
name on, 


ROGER DE COSTER, 24, is well known 
in American after his last year’s trip 
over. He is a real world beater, but with- 
out the necessary luck, On his motor- 
cycle he does things when jumping, which 
now are named ''DeCoster style." In 
1966 he started off in the 250cc class and 
was "ith in the championship, Last year he 
went to the larger class andis there also 
this season. When he won the Italian 
Grand Prix on a dirty and wet course, 
people were interested enough to put their 
money on him as a world title winner, but 
bad luck did not leave him, and he ended 
5th in the 500cc tabel, 


JOEL ROBERT, 24, is ** The Man’? of Bel- 
gian Moto-Cross, When in 1964 he won 
the Belgian Grand Prix and went on win- 
ning more Grands Prix and was the 
youngest ever to win the world title, the 
world was waiting for him, But for four 
years he has had to fight for the world 
title, which he lost to this year’s Russian 
Champion Viktor Arbekov, and Torsten 
Hallman, 

Winner of twenty-five 250cc Moto- 
Cross Grands Prix, Joel has been runner 
up in the fight for the World Champion- 
ship title for a couple of years, Since 
1964 he has been fully works supported 
by CZ,
